e To determine whether the
contract itself is legal, and,
® To determine the legality:
of a new civil service amend-
ment aimed at relocating mu-
nicipal bus drivers.

In a surprise move, the
City Council voted to limit
the $70,000 annual subsidy to
one year instead of two, as
the original sale contract
read. RTD will receive the
subsidy with the stipulation
that all current routes and
schedules be maintained for
the 12 months following the
transfer. After that time, the
city must continue to g
dize any non-profit. roul
